Harvarp following rules concerning retiring 
allowances were adopted the President and Fellows June 
23, 1920, put force September 1920 

That participation the scheme shall required each 
teacher hereafter appointed for more than one year the teach- 
ing staff the University after September 1920. But 
the Corporation may exempt from participation any teacher who 
has the benefit the Carnegie pension system any other like 
protection. The Corporation will, December 31, 1920, allow 
any teacher appointed since November 17, 1915, become 
participant. 

Each participant shall each year pay allow the University 
retain sum equal ten per cent the salary voted him. 

That interest shall due and payable upon such payments

That such person ceases the employ the Uni- 
versity prior reaching the age retirement, reason 
any other fact than his death disability, the University shall 
forthwith pay him cash upon his order the amount his 
accumulated credits. Provided, however, that leaves the 
employ the University within the five years just prior the 
age retirement, the University may, its discretion, decline 
permit its withdrawal, but may require the purchase 
satisfactory annuity annuities either the time leaves 
its employ the time reaches the age retirement.

National Citizens’ Conference Education, the committee 
higher education, which President Charles Howe, the 
Case School Applied Science chairman, unanimously adopted 
the following resolutions: 


“Tt the sense the National Citizens’ Conference Educa- 

“That national crisis exists our educational system which 
demands the earnest thought and the careful consideration 
every citizen the country, and that the attention the people 
the United States should called immediately and forcefully 
this emergency, both the public schools and the 
tions higher learning; 

“That order meet this crisis education, has become 
absolutely essential for colleges and universities secure in- 
creased funds which will enable them obtain the necessary 
equipment and supplies and attract and retain their facul- 
ties adequate number men and women superior ability 
and specialized education. 

“That unless institutions higher learning secure these in- 
creased endowments and appropriations they will inevitably 
staffed teachers inferior grade, classes will larger than 
experience has shown wise, and instruction generally will 
mediocre and inefficient 

“That the people the United States will not satisfied 
earnest and well-prepared students are denied the opportunity 
obtain higher education under inspiring and efficient teachers 
and institutions thoroughly equipped carry their work; 

“That since colleges and universities are the chief source for 
the supply research workers, both pure and applied science, 
the welfare the nation demands that these institutions every 
opportunity given for original scientific investigation and for

the generous encouragement research professors and the train- 
ing students the methods research 

“That attain these ends imperative that public opinion 
throughout the nation aroused immediately thorough ap- 
preciation the pressing and unparalleled needs institutions 
higher learning. 

“Therefore, we, the members this National Citizens’ Confer- 
ence Education, hereby call upon the people the United 
States provide liberal support for their colleges and universi- 
ties, both public and private, order that these institutions may 
adequately and effectively minister the needs the people and 
serve the public welfare.” 


Economic Crisis months ago, edu- 
cators and laymen, meeting Washington the call the 
United States Commissioner Education, Claxton, pointed 
out the crisis that confronts the schools this country. 
That crisis primarily huge and staggering insufficiency 
revenue—not mere ‘lack funds’ the sort that teases every 
public and some private agencies just now, but definite and 
colossal forecast bankruptcy. That strong statement; 
easily susceptible proof, these educators showed. Basing 
their action their knowledge, they inquired whether pos- 
sible support public schools this country longer without 
having recourse other sources revenue than those hitherto 
tapped—in other words, whether have not got reconstruct 
the economic framework our education. Various tentative 
proposals for doing this were put forward; and the conference 
ended passing resolution requesting Mr. Claxton ‘devise 
some means’ for calling into existence commission that should 
study the question financing education from the bottom up. 


“Perhaps now that the summer approaching its close and 
the minds our specialists taxation and the other questions 
involved may more readily drafted concentrate this task, 
some steps will taken bring realization what 
actually face this regard.”—New York Post. 
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recently endowed chair Civil Rights reprinted from the New 
York Times School and Society June 19, and the following 
letter addressed the Review Dr. Committee 


“To The Weekly Review: 
“Sir: 


“The trustees American college have recently accepted 
gift for the establishment ‘professorship civil rights,’ and 
have legally bound themselves and their successors, ‘in considera- 
tion the receipt’ certain securities, ‘to strive all sincerity 
carry out, both letter and spirit, the purpose and wish 
the donor,’ expressed the deed gift. That purpose 
provide course instruction ‘in the civil rights individuals, 
meaning thereby all those absolute rights persons, such the 
right personal security, the right personal liberty, and the 
right acquire property regulated and protected law, 
the end that individual initiative and effort may encouraged 
and promoted and protected, and may receive its just reward, 
and that the fallacies socialism and kindred theories and prac- 
tices which tend hamper and discourage and throttle individ- 
ual effort, and individual energy, may exposed and avoided.’ 
The course also inspired firm belief that the threat- 
ened encroachments these rights will imperil the country and 
destroy the liberty and happiness our people.’ further 
specified that ‘the instruction given the holder the 
professorship shall always include lectures Anglo-Saxon ideals 
the true principles constitutional freedom, including the 
and incidentally the right sell his labor chooses, and 
enjoy the fruits thereof without molestation undue restraint.’ 

“This document doubtless not masterpiece drafting; and 
quibbling lawyer might find justification for the teaching 
doctrines probably not contemplated the donor. The ‘right 
man sell his labor chooses’ might construed 
implying the unqualified right strike and conflicting with 
the principle underlying thé Industrial Courts recently estab- 
lished Kansas. ‘Anglo-Saxon ideals the true principles 
constitutional freedom,’ and the right ‘enjoy the fruits one’s 
labor without undue would held some 
irreconcilable with the Eighteenth Amendment. Since only ‘the 
fallacies Socialism’ are exposed and avoided, might 
argued formal logician the stricter sort that the appoint- 
ment Socialist this professorship not necessarily ex- 
cluded. 

“But spite such verbal equivocalities, the real purpose

the new foundation not obscure. The donor evidently holds 
social philosophy which strongly opposed ‘socialism and 
kindred theories and practices,’ the extension govern- 
ment ownership control business and industry; and 
desires make provision, through his gift, for the propagation 
this philosophy—‘forever,’ the deed gift reads. The trus- 
tees the college are honor bound see that the holder 
the professorship all times accepts and teaches this par- 
ticular type social and political theory, and zealous 
defending the doctrine the ‘absolute rights persons’ and 
attacking socialism and socialistic tendencies. Since the trustees 
have pledged themselves endeavor carry out the spirit 
well the letter the deed gift, they will necessarily, during 
the donor’s lifetime, ascertain from him the interpretation any 
requirements which might otherwise uncertain meaning. 
appears well understood that, for example, advocacy 
the nationalization coal mines railroads would inconsist- 
ent with the spirit and object the gift. 

“There thus raised, concrete instance, question 
principle which concerns university teachers generally, and the 
administrative officers and governing boards our institutions 
higher learning. That question has nothing whatever 
with the merits demerits socialism. has great deal 
with the future influence and usefulness these institutions 
and with the efficiency and dignity the university teaching 
profession. The question issue whether proprietary pro- 
fessorships shall become accepted feature our educational 
whether American universities and colleges shall remain 
institutions learning shall become institutions hired 
propaganda; and whether the eventual movement opinion 
such institutions, with respect social economic issues about 
which there now exist differences view among educated men 
and good citizens, shall determined free inquiry and dis- 
cussion among disinterested specialists these studies, 
the comparative amounts money devoted the procuring 
special pleaders for one another doctrine. 

“The public-spirited intentions the donor are not ques- 
tion; has doubtless sought good faith render what 
believes service the community. But the reasons 
against the acceptance universities colleges gifts 
which such conditions are attached should this time 
familiar all who have any responsible relation the con- 
duct higher educational institutions. The incident mentioned, 
however, shows that those reasons are not even yet clearly 
understood they ought be; and seems, therefore, worth 
while try state them once more. 

“1. The distinctive function university teachers—and the 
institutions which they serve—in the economy modern so- 
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ciety furnish other men the results the investigations 
experts the several provinces thought and knowledge. 
The existence the profession rests upon the assumption that 
useful, and even needful, for society maintain such 
body trained and informed the con- 
clusions which they may individually collectively reach. So- 
ciety not getting from the scholar the particular service which 
the principal raison d’étre his calling, unless gets from him 
his honest report what finds, believes, true, after 
careful study the problems with which deals. far, 
then, colleges and universities are devoted the presentation, 
not the results the study and reflection specialists, but 
rather the opinions the men wealth, usually not the 
scholar’s profession, who are able endow professorships—just 
far are these institutions perverted from their proper func- 
tion. This, course, does not mean that the opinions the 
two classes must necessarily conflict, nor does mean that ex- 
perts are infallible that other men are obliged accept their 
conclusions. means only that one specific and (it will 
admitted) highly important organ the intellectual life and 
rational progress the community cannot function all, un- 
less left free function its own method—which the 
method open-minded inquiry and frank and unhampered 
discussion, carried men dedicated the scholar’s life and 
specially trained the disciplines which they devote them- 
selves. 

“2. especially extraordinary that men conservative 
moderate views social questions should desire cause the 
university teaching profession regarded the community 
large merely set phonograph-discs for the enunciation 
the opinions wealthy donors funds. That, manifestly, 
the sure way reduce zero the influence members this 
profession upon public opinion. Now, the natural tendency 
the influence economists, historians and other specialists, 
the discussion social problems, the whole towards moder- 
ation, towards regard for the teachings experience, towards 
the encouragement the disposition make reasonably sure 
that you are right before you ahead. But their ability 
class exercise any such steadying influence entirely 
pendent upon their being known speak only their own con- 
clusions, disinterested, and unsuborned informants 
and advisors the community the working out its social 
and economic policies. 

“3. practical consideration for any college which en- 
dowment for such proprietary professorship offered that 
—whatever may have once been the case—many the university 
teaching profession would now regard the acceptance such 
appointment one its members as, say the least,

very questionable propriety, from the point view profes- 
sional ethics; and that most scholars reputation, even though 
wholly agreement with the doctrines required taught, 
would under circumstances put themselves position 
which they would appear, before their students and before 
the public, not primarily teach—that is, train students 
think and investigate for themselves—nor communicate the 
fruits their own studies, but serve hired mouthpieces for 
other men. 

“4. less important consideration that the acceptance 
one such gift creates precedent which may prove highly 
embarrassing board trustees. Next year there may appear 
zealous believer States’ Rights, anxious endow course 
instruction which shall show that ‘the threatened encroach- 
ments these rights will imperil the country and destroy the 
prosperity and happiness our people’; ardent Single- 
Taxer ready found chair for exposing the iniquities private 
land-ownership; earnest lady desirous establishing 
instructorship the evil effects Having 
once received gift for the teaching particular theory, the 
board must either accept all similar offers, else assume the 
responsibility deciding each case what theory, upon the 
subject question, shall taught. The former alternative 
would equivalent announcement that the institution 
was one which doctrines were served order, for those who 
price. The other alternative would mean the dictation 
the content the teaching specialists the non-special- 
ists composing the board trustees. The only judicious course, 
therefore, for board take say, substance, potential 
benefactors: ‘Special gifts for the promotion research and 
teaching particular subjects shall gratefully accept (if 
those subjects seem the faculty offer possible fields for 
scientific inquiry). Special gifts either for promoting at- 
tacking any particular ism cannot accept. shall our 
best find for our faculty men approved learning, acute 
mind, sober judgment, and scholarly temper, attested chiefly 
the estimates fellow-specialists recognized standing. But 
having, far possible, obtained such men, shall leave 
them free perform the function for which they are employed 
—namely, inquire and think for themselves, and impart 
the results their thought and inquiry. part our 
province prescribe what those results shall be.’ 
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great endowment drives which are now progress have seriously 
affected the attitude possible future teachers. The whole coun- 
try has had the college teacher pictured impoverished 
misanthrope, ill-clothed, with family tatters, and wife bend- 
ing over the washboard. The students great eastern institu- 
tion organize parade launch the endowment campaign for five 
millions; they carry signs depicting the plight their pro- 
fessors; prof travels his stomach; $100,000 will feed him 
and his family for hundred years’; how would you like 
professor that institution, standing the sidewalk that 
parade passes by? How many students who thus lampoon teach- 
ers’ penury you think would consider becoming teachers them- 
selves? The articles which have been appearing almost every 
magazine and the slogans which are now even being thrown 
the movie screens portraying teachers’ poverty, undoubtedly 
have honest purpose, but think they are unintentionally 
achieving harmful result. The self-disparagement teachers 
killing all their pride and dragging teaching the dirt. The 
constant exposure the toil faculty wives, tragic that is, 
may accomplish more harm than good. Harvard has set splen- 
did example dignified endowment campaign, which there 
has been such dissipation the glory teaching career. 
Those who are now planning campaigns need think care- 
fully before paint the present situation our faculties too 
black; get money from such tactics, but lose the possibility 
getting future teachers, are certainly robbing Peter pay 
Paul. Much the endowment campaign publicity is, 
alumni editor has well said, ‘small-change talk, which only drives 
young people ability away from

University the moment, said that 
fewer than seventeen presidents American colleges and uni- 
versities have resigned announced their intention resign- 
ing. With many important positions soon filled again— 
the presidency Yale, Cornell, the University Minne- 
sota, and on—the question the right man for leader 
education, and the proper functions such man, calls for 
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thoughtful discussion. not often discussed the basis 
principle alone, and should discussed other. Per- 
sonality, tact, qualities that defy analysis, pertain the indi- 
vidual case; they not enter into general consideration 
the topic. 

“First all, should the position college university presi- 
dent exist all? Certainly not, with the indiscriminate func- 
tions now attached it. Strive may save himself 
leader scholars and promoter scholarship, the American 
college president—at the beck and call the undergraduate, the 
parent, the impecunious instructor clamoring for increase 
his stipend, the world clamoring for tangible ‘results,’ and ex- 
pecting vast external growth the ‘plant’—finds himself unable 
keep more than show the contemplative life, and 
sooner later—insensibly and slowly, promptly and with 
open eye—makes his compromise with the crowd and with Mam- 
mon; indeed has not fully compromised himself before- 
hand order win the position. The position now exists 
truly anomalous. originated the small colonial insti- 
tution that was modeled after the English college, and, acci- 
dent were, has been transferred institutions that have 
grown, least externals, resemble the many- 
sided university Continental Europe, with polytechnic 
school superadded. The president American university 
combines the functions the head small college with 
those the Vice-chancellor English university and those 
the Rector German, though not with those the head 
the Collége France. But the term the Vice-chancellor 
Oxford four years, ordinarily enough spoil his best 
energies for the rest his life, was the case with Jowett. 
And the tenure office for the Rector German uni- 
versity one year. The post has often been refused eminent 
men, such the geographer Ratzel, who preferred not 
interrupt their usefulness research and publication even for 
brief interval. man can adequately perform the du- 
ties American university president they are now gen- 
erally conceived, having come what they are force 
circumstances, through the numerical growth and ever-increasing 
complexity institutions, and through the process uncritical 
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imitation, each man deeming that must undertake all the 
activities his predecessor and his fellows who are similarly 
placed. 

“The first thing suffer his scholarship. The rare indi- 
vidual like Pepper Pennsylvania, Harper Chicago, work- 
ing nineteen hours day, and able tire out three stenographers, 
may succeed preserving active interest the specialty 
for which was trained. rule, however, elevation 
the presidency large institution has ended the participation 
the new incumbent systematic research, and therewith 
his complete understanding the men who form the true kernel 
the university. 

“There much said for abolishing the position; for 
university administration some form commission govern- 
ment, with changing committee and rotating chairman. But 
since are not likely see generally abolished the near 
future, the question what expedient under present condi- 
tions becomes more pressing. How can the position trans- 
formed from one that productive scholar dare accept into 
one the incumbent which will not lose his scholarly soul? 

“In two ways. First, limiting the tenure office four 
six years. Secondly, relieving the president every func- 
tion (save his duty scholarship) which can easily 
relieved. The budget the university, for example, though 
subject his approval—yet not his alone, nor even his 
the main—should not his production. should not effect 
have the financial responsibility the organization; and, above 
all, should not considered his duty secure funds for the 
institution. And again, the responsibility for the relations 
the institution with all sorts individuals—students, their par- 
ents, and the like—should not his. Three-fourths the duties 


now performed him should the affair secretary 


university and secretarial staff. Continental university 
there clerical force that the average person sees but twice 
year who render most the services with which the time 
our university leaders squandered; that force not part 
the administration proper. 

“By relieving the president unnecessary burdens, should 
make possible for him know his faculty. man his 
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position may commonly fairly well acquainted with one 
thousand persons; but the thousand five hundred members 
university faculty are not usually the persons whom the 
president knows well, desires know best. The present 
nature his position leads him wish for influential ac- 
quaintance outside the institution. likely know all 
the trustees better than knows all the faculty. usually 
knows but few his faculty well. ought know every 
one them, down the newest assistant, before knowing any 
one else the world. is, instructors come and go, meet- 
ing the head chairman department often after the barest 
contact with the president, sometimes with none whatever. 

“By relieving him all needless burdens, should also render 
him free for certain amount intensive study the field that 
was his before became president; such freedom even more 
necessary than that should try teach. this way 
would retain his ability estimate the promise candidates 
for positions the faculty, and especially those the bottom 
the ladder, from whose ranks are drawn the professors 
the future. 

“Meanwhile, the duties the university president are 
reconstructed, much better system should introduced for 
the selection faculties, and the advancement the men 
already composing them; that is, there can said any 
system present. Promotion should some sense affair 
the academic community, not departmental one. This, 
well the selection new professors who are called from other 
institutions, should arranged least committee the 
faculty concerned, with the advice and consent the president. 
His should the veto power, but his vote favor candi- 
date should not worth more than the vote member 
the committee who understands the subject taught. 
executive, should see that competent men examine every 
line the candidate has written, order determine, the first 
place, whether the man bottom scholar, and, the 
second, whether has the ability communicate that sound 
learning which part character. 

“Our country has run too far the direction what called 
‘administration.’ Everywhere have developed kind genius 
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for rendering administration complex and difficult. That the 
national tendency has invaded the realm education hardly 
needs remark; there the mechanism administration has be- 
come involved almost throttle independent scholarship. 
Given the real scholar and teacher, the mechanism teaching 
simple. And whatever ‘administration’ may signify Wash- 
ington, the collection income-tax, the university 
means, not government, but service. 

“The chief function the university president the 
intellectual leader the institution—of its faculty, who are 
the intellectual leaders the students. His first duty 
create current ideas the organism which the 
head. choosing our university leaders, let Europe 
order learn what sort men are taken the Continent 
for the heads educational institutions, and what they 
after they have been raised places eminence. And having 
chosen real scholars, let make possible for them retain 
their scholarly leadership while they occupy the posts which 


they have been advanced. Make the pay money less, and 


pay honor more. 

“The president American university is, should be, the 
intellectual leader what once aristocracy and de- 
mocracy intellect and spirit. true democracy possible 
among scholars. How strange that, this American common- 
wealth, the one place where true democracy might hope 
flourish frequently tends become pure bureaucracy,
